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l t Continuation of 3. NOTE: For the amendment to claim 1, the recitation of the amount of impact modifier is not consistent with the 
v amount of thermoplastic component. The amount of impact modifier can only be present up to 18% by weight. In addition, the JP 62- 
285947 reference would still apply under 35 USC 103. As taught on page 3 of the reference, the amounts of components (B) and (C) can 
vary from 1-80 parts by weight. Also, on page 7, lines 17-23 and the paragraph bridging pages 8 and 9, the amounts of these 
components can vary based on the desired heat resistance and adhesion. Since the ratio is taught in Example 8, it would have been 
obvious to adjust the amounts of components so that the amount of polyester is 82-98% by weight while maintaining the ratio set forth in 
Example 8. Last applicant's arguments regarding unexpected results are not persuasive because the examples are not consistent in 
scope with the claims. The claims require at least 82% by weight polyester, while the examples contain 80% by weight polyester . 
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
